1. ‘That the Capital of the Company be 
increased from $1,000,000 (divided 
into 100,000 shares of $10 cach) to 
$1,500,000 (divided into 150,000 
shares of $10 each) by the creation of 
50,000 new shares of $10 cach to be 
offered and if accepted to be allotted 
to tho present sharcholders of the 
Company at par in the ratio, and 
proportion of one new share for every 
two old shares in the Company held 
hy the respective shareholders thereof, 
the amount payable on each of such 
new shares respectively to be paid at 
such time or times and in such 
manner as the Company by its General 
Managers may hereafter determine.’ 

2. ‘That Article No. 82 of tho Articles of 
Association of the Company be can- 
celled andthe following Article sub- 
stitued therefor :— 

“Tho remuneration of the General 
Managors shall be $4,000 per an- 
num (which shall cover office rent 
but not salaries of Sccretary and 
other employees) and a commission 
of & per cent. of tho not profits of 
the Company for each year that 
such profits amount to 7 per cent. 
of the Capital of the Company.” 

Should the above Resolutions .be duly 

passed thoy will be submitted for confirm: 
ation as Special Resolutions to a Second 
Extraordinary General Meeting which will 
be subsoquently convened,

Thera is, however, remarks the Temps 
8 delicate dilomma confronting the Socis!.- 
Demooratic party in Germapy because of” 
tho rulo that the aecond strongest party” 
in the Reichstag is traditionally entitled to- 
nome one of the vice-prosidents of that. 
body. This would mean that a Sotislist 
would have ‘to attend the Emperotr'e- 
audiences ou certain occasions, accept, in- 
vitations to court dinnera, and the like}.
